The Enqltsu Navy.— A new uoarmorfd 
frigate, the Inoonetant, has jast.been built for 
the English Uovernmeot, and is ezcitinK 
great attention from ibe novelty ot ber con'< 
struotioD. The Inconstant, though without 
arinor plating, la built, of iron, sheathed with 
wood and copper. Tbe wood caBing ia laid 
on io three ihickDesBe", and is fastened to 
the ship in the following way ; Ed^e strips 
of tbickisb iron are rivited to tho pluiing, 
and Ihe space batween them lillsd in with the 
first thickness of wood. ..The next thickness 
is worl:ed over ibis vertically, and is laeteoed 
by bolts whioh screw into Ibe edge strips, 
oiire boiof; taken ihat bcles for them are 
not drilled rijjbt through tbe plates, ao that 
there may ba no chauco of a leuk, if by 
accident the wood planking should get airip- 
ped oQ, The third ibickcess is worked bori- 
zoLtjlly over the second, wblcb is fisteoed 
by screw bollR, aod the ship is Iheo sbnatb- 
ed in the u'ual manner with iVlttniz's metal 
below the waier line. In order to proveni 
any tiik oF galvanic action boiweon tho 
Montz's metal and the iron, marina gluo h 
ioicrpoted betweoc ibe diQereui thicknesses of 
wood, and for a similar reason tbo stero- 
pc^t aod lodder- frame have also been made 
of brass, ibe first Inetsnoo, it is asseited 
oi tb^ kind.
